Constitution 


ARTICLE I 
Title 

Section i. The title of the Club shall be the “Salmagundi 
Club.” 

Object 

Section 2. The object of the Club shall be the advance¬ 
ment of Art, by means of social intercourse between Artists 
and those interested in the Arts. 

Membership 

Section 3. The membership shall consist of Painters, 
Sculptors, Architects, Engravers, Illustrators, Musicians, 
Authors and Amateurs of Art, none of whom shall be under 
twenty-one years of age. 

Definition of Artist 

Section 4. This Club recognizes as an Artist one who 
practices any of the Fine Arts or their branches. Architec¬ 
ture, Sculpture, Painting, Illustrating or Engraving, and 
whose work has been accepted in any reputable fine-art 
institution. 

ARTICLE II 

Officers—Election—Vacancies 

Section i. The Officers of the Club shall be a President, 
a First and a Second Vice-President, a Corresponding Sec¬ 
retary, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer and a Librarian, 
all of whom shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 
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Club and shall assume office on the first day of May fol¬ 
lowing. Any vacancy in office shall be filled for the 
remainder of the term by the Executive Committee. 

President 

Section 2. The President of this Club shall be an Artist, 
and shall preside at all meetings of the Club. In case of 
an equal division on any question he shall have a casting 
vote. He shall annually, in a written report, give an 
account of the condition of the Club. He shall be ex-ofRcio 
Chairman of the Executive Committee and a member of 
all committees. 

He shall appoint, within two weeks after he assumes 
office in May, a Jury of eight artist-members who shall 
award such prizes as are given annually in the Club’s exhi¬ 
bitions; and no member of this Jury shall be eligible for a 
prize or be considered in the competition therefor. 

Vice-Presidents 

Section 3. The First Vice-President shall be an artist, 
and the Second Vice-President shall be a layman. The 
former shall discharge the duties of the President in his 
absence, and the latter in the absence of both the others. 

Corresponding Secretary 

Section 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall receive 
and answer all communications, notify members of their 
election, and sign all notices issued by the Club. 

Recording Secretary 

Section 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a faithful 
record of the proceedings of the Club and the roll of 
members. 
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Treasurer—Auditing Committee 

Section 6. The Treasurer shall collect, and, under the 
direction of the Executive Committee, disburse the funds 
(except in the case of the Library Committee, which shall 
elect its own Treasurer, who shall hold and disburse the 
library fund). He shall furnish a printed report at every 
Annual Meeting, and oftener, if required, on the state of 
the funds. His accounts shall be audited twice a year by 
a committee of three, appointed by the President at any 
meeting. 

Librarian 

Section 7. The Librarian shall, under the direction of 
the Library Committee, have charge of the books, prints, 
manuscripts and other literary effects of the Club. 

ARTICLE III 
Committees 

Section i. There shall be an Executive Committee, Com¬ 
mittee on Admissions, Art Committee, House Committee, 
Entertainment Committee, Library Committee and Finance 
Committee. The chairman of each of said Committees, 
except the Executive and Finance Committees, shall be 
elected at the Annual Meeting of the Club, and all business 
of such Committees shall be done through their respective 
chairmen. 

Executive Committee—Directors—Limit of 
Expenditures 

Section 2. The Executive Committee shall consist of the 
President, the First and Second Vice-Presidents, the Treas- 
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urer, the Corresponding and the Recording Secretaries, and 
the Chairmen of Committees mentioned in Section i of this 
Article. The Executive Committee shall be ex-officio the 
Directors and Managers of the Club. They shall have gen¬ 
eral charge of the affairs, funds and property of the Club. 
There shall always be a majority of artists on the Executive 
Committee. Any sum greater than fifty dollars shall be 
expended only by their direction. This rule shall not apply 
to the House Committee, except as provided for in Section 
9 of Article II of the By-Laws. They may remit the dues 
of any member for such cause and for such time as they 
may deem proper. They shall report at the Annual 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 
Membership 

Section i. No new resident lay members shall be elected 
until the number of resident artist members shall exceed the 
number of resident lay members, including those then 
elected. 


Article V 

Amendments—Quorum for Amendments 

Section i. This Constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at a regular meeting, 
but the quorum necessary for that purpose shall consist of 
not less than forty members, and such proposed amendments 
must be offered and posted at a previous meeting. 







By-Laws 

ARTICLE I 

Meetings—Annual Meeting—Nominating Committee 

Section i. The Annual Meeting of the Club for the 
election of officers and directors and for the transaction of 
other business shall be held on the evening of the first 
Friday in March. A majority of the members present shall 
be necessary to elect. 

Section 2. At the regular meeting on the first Friday in 
January a Nominating Committee shall be elected as fol¬ 
lows: Each member shall write the names of seven members 
on a ballot. The ballots shall be counted, and the seven 
names receiving the largest number of votes shall form 
the Nominating Committee. The said Committee shall meet 
as soon as possible, and shall, before the first Friday in 
February, post a list of the names of members selected by 
them to be voted on as officers of the Club at the ensuing 
annual election. This By-Law shall in no way prevent the 
consideration or election of candidates otherwise nominated. 

Monthly Meeting 

Section 3. The monthly meeting for election of members 
and other business shall be held on the first Friday of each 
month (except during July, August and September), at 
8.30 P.M. 

Order of Business 

Section 4. The order of business shall be: Reading the 
minutes, election of members, reports of committees, general 
business. 
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Special Meetings 

Section 5. Special meetings may be called by the Presi¬ 
dent, and shall be called by the Corresponding Secretary at 
the written request of not less than six members. 


Quorum 

Section 6 . Twenty-five members of the Club shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum at any business meeting, except as other¬ 
wise provided by Section 1 of Article V of the Constitution. 


ARTICLE II. 

Committees—Committee on Admissions 

Section i. The Committee on Admissions shall consist of 
ten members, of which the Corresponding Secretary shall 
be one, and three-fifths of its members shall be Artists. 

Recommendations of Candidates 

Section 2. No person shall be admitted to membership 
in the Club unless he shall have been recommended by the 
Committee on Admissions on the proposal of some member 
not belonging to that Committee. This Committee shall 
receive and consider all communications in reference to 
candidates, and make careful examination into their quali¬ 
fications for membership. Two negative votes shall prevent 
the recommendation of any candidate for membership. This 
Committee shall not recommend any candidate for resident 
membership unless the said candidate is personally known 
to some member of the Committee. 

The proceedings of this Committee shall be confidential. 
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Letters from Proposer and Seconders 

Section 3. The Committee on Admissions shall require 
letters as to the qualifications of any candidate from the 
proposer of such candidate, and from one of the seconders 
of the same. 

Candidates for Membership—Names Posted 

Section 4. The name of every person proposed for ad¬ 
mission, with his residence and occupation, and the name 
of the member proposing him, and also the names of the 
two members seconding him, shall be handed to the Cor¬ 
responding Secretary and be posted at least one month 
before being acted upon by the Committee. 

Candidates for Artist Membership 

Section 5. The Committee on Admissions shall submit 
the names of all candidates for artist membership to the 
Art Committee, who shall, if necessary, request that ex¬ 
amples of the artist’s work be submitted to and passed 
by them before such candidate’s name be considered by the 
Committee on Admissions. 

Entrance Fee 

Section 6. Each candidate for resident membership shall 
pay an entrance fee, which shall be fifty dollars in the case 
of lay members and twenty-five dollars in the case of those 
elected as artist members whose work has passed the Art 
Committee; other artist-members to pay the same entrance 
fee as laymen, and each candidate for non-resident member¬ 
ship shall pay an entrance fee of twenty-five dollars; such 
payment to be made in all cases within thirty days after 
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notice in writing of his election, and in default thereof his 
name shall not be placed upon the roll of members. • Any 
candidate who shall be elected and who shall qualify as a 
non-resident member as herein provided and who shall 
thereafter become a resident member shall thereupon pay 
the additional entrance fee required in the case of a resident 
member. 

All sums paid under this section shall be separately in¬ 
vested by the Treasurer, and shall constitute a sinking fund 
for the payment of the funded debt. 

Election of Members 

Section 7. At every monthly meeting of the Club, the 
Committee on Admissions shall report the names of can¬ 
didates recommended for admission, and the Club shall 
proceed to vote by ballot upon the names so recommended. 

Rejection of Candidates—Ballot Reconsidered—Ballots 

Section 8. Negative votes amounting to one-fifth of those 
cast shall reject a candidate, but any candidate so rejected 
may be again proposed after a lapse of one year. 

A ballot for the election of a candidate may be recon¬ 
sidered by the consent of three-fourths of thoge present. 

The ballots used at the Club meetings shall have the 
name, address and occupation of each candidate upon them. 

Finance Committee 

Section 9. The Finance Committee shall consist of three 
members, and shall be a sub-committee of the Executive 
Committee. The Treasurer of the Club shall be its chair¬ 
man, and its other two members shall be selected by the 
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Executivfe Committee from its own members. It shall have 
access to all the books and accounts of the Club and all 
expenditures of money shall be made from appropriations 
made by this Committee, and all other committees shall 
submit estimates to the Finance Committee before incurring 
obligations. 

Art Committee—Exhibitors 

Section io. The Art Committee, consisting of five artist 
members, shall have control of the art matters of the Club, 
and shall arrange for such exhibitions as may be approved 
by the Executive Committee. Only the works of members 
who have been elected as artist members, and are so enrolled 
on the Club books, shall be accepted for any of the regular 
art exhibitions; but each artist member who has been ad¬ 
mitted as an artist shall have the right to be represented at 
any regular exhibition by at least one work. Artist members, 
other than painters, shall not have the right of being rep¬ 
resented in the exhibitions of oil paintings, unless expressly 
authorized by the Art Committee. Associate Artist members 
may exhibit in any exhibition, but only through the approval 
of the Art Committee. No work accepted for exhibitions 
can be removed from the galleries without the written au¬ 
thority of the Committee or unless such removal be under 
their personal supervision. 

House Committee 

Section ii. The House Committee shall consist of five 
members. It shall be its duty (subject to the control of the 
Executive Committee) to manage the Club, to regulate 
prices, to order purchases, to audit accounts, to receive and 
redress complaints and to appoint and dismiss all employees. 
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It shall keep a record of the property of the Club, and 
no such property shall be taken from the rooms of the Club 
without permission of the Committee. 

The Chairman of the House Committee shall have the 
privilege of examining the accounts. 

Entertainment Committee—Visitors to Entertainments 

Section 12. The Entertainment Committee shall consist 
of six members, and it shall have charge of the entertain¬ 
ments and receptions, attend to invitations, and be present 
to receive and -welcome visitors. No visitor shall be ad¬ 
mitted to the entertainments of the Club except upon 

presentation of a card bearing his name, and signed by a 

member of the Club. These cards must be obtained from 

the Entertainment Committee, and each member shall be 
entitled to two cards only. No resident of the city shall 
be allowed more than two entertainments during the year. 

Library Committee—Treasurer of Library Committee 

Section 13. The Library Committee shall consist of five 
members, one of whom shall be the librarian, and it shall 
have charge of the books, prints, manuscripts, and other 
literary effects. 

The Library Committee shall have a Treasurer, elected 
by the Committee. He shall have charge of all funds raised 
for the specific use of the Committee, and shall disburse 
them under its direction. 

Appointment of Committees 

Section 14. The members of the Admissions, Art, House, 
Entertainment, and Library Committees shall be elected at 
the Annual Meeting of the Club. 
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Delinquent Members of Committees 

Section 15. Upon the report of the chairman of any 
committee to the Executive that a member of his committee 
has failed to attend three consecutive meetings, such delin¬ 
quent may be removed and another member appointed in 
his place. 

ARTICLE III—MEMBERS 
Members 

Section i. The membership of the Club shall be divided 
into four classes: Resident, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary 
Members. 

Resident and Non-Resident Members 

Section 2. Resident membership shall consist of three 
classes: Artist, Associate Artist, and Lay Members. 

Non-Resident membership shall consist of three classes: 
Artist, Associate Artist, and Lay Members. 

Section 3. Resident members shall be those residing 
within a radius of thirty miles from the City Hall of New 
York. Any member having a place of business in New 
York City shall be classed as a resident member. All others 
shall be considered as non-resident members. The resident 
membership shall be limited to 550. 

Life Members 

Section 4. A member may become a Life Member upon 
the payment of three hundred and fifty dollars, provided 
his application for life membership be approved by the 
Committee on Admissions after being posted in the club 
house for two weeks, and provided he has been a member 
of the Club for at least one year. 
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Honorary Members 

Section 5. Honorary membership may be conferred on 
any person for whom the Club wishes to express its respect. 
It shall not involve the payment of dues. Honorary members 
must receive a unanimous vote at a regular meeting, after 
their names have been posted at least fourteen days. 

Leave of Absence 

Section 6 . Any member desiring to be relieved from 
active membership, because of absence from the country for 
one year or more, shall present an application to the Club, 
in writing, stating the duration of such absence, and the 
Executive Committee may grant his request. He shall not 
be subject to dues until the time granted has expired. 

ARTICLE IV 
Dues—Unpaid Dues 

Section i. The annual dues of Resident Members shall 
be thirty-five dollars. The dues of Non-Resident Members 
shall be fifteen dollars, payable semi-annually in advance, 
on the first day of October and the first day of April. When 
the quarterly or semi-annual dues of a member shall re¬ 
main unpaid for the space of one month, he shall be posted, 
and notified that unless the same be paid within thirty days 
his membership will cease; and at the expiration of said 
thirty days his membership shall cease, subject to reinstate¬ 
ment by the Executive Committee. 

Indebtedness 

Section 2. The indebtedness of members to the Club, 
other than for annual dues, shall be payable on the first 
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day of the month after it is contracted, on which day, or 
as soon thereafter as may be convenient, a bill therefor shall 
be rendered to the member. If such account be not paid on 
or before the fifteenth day of the same month, and the same 
shall amount to five dollars ($5.00) or over, the House 
Committee shall notify the delinquent member in writing 
that his name and the amount of his indebtedness will be 
posted on the bulletin board of the Club, if his indebtedness 
remains unpaid at the end of ten days from the date of such 
notice, at the expiration of which time such posting shall 
be made by the House Committee, and thereafter and until 
such indebtedness shall be paid in full, such delinquent 
member shall be refused further credit or supplies, and the 
House Committee may report the circumstances to the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, who may, in their discretion, suspend the 
delinquent member, or request him to resign. Upon special 
application made by any delinquent member, showing good 
cause therefor, the House Committee or its chairman may 
extend the time for payment of any such account upon such 
terms as may be agreed upon, and may meantime omit the 
posting and suspension of credit; but any such action shall 
be reported to and shall be subject to review by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall have full 
power to withhold credit from any member at any time, and 
to extend the credit of any member at any time. 

Section 4. All sums due the Club shall be paid at the 
office of the Club; and all sums received shall be deposited 
to the credit of the Salmagundi Club, subject to the order 
of the Treasurer. 
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Dues—Resignation 

Section 5. The Club year shall commence October 1st. 
The annual resident dues shall be payable quarterly in 
advance on October 1st, January ist, April 1st and July 1st. 
The non-resident dues shall be payable semi-annually in 
advance on October ist and April ist. Members elected 
prior to any of the above dates shall be liable for pro-rata 
dues up to such dates. A resident member desiring to with¬ 
draw from the Club must signify his intention to the Corre¬ 
sponding Secretary before the first day of October, January, 
April or July (and a non-resident member before October 
ist or April ist), otherwise he shall be liable for his 
quarterly or semi-annual dues for the succeeding period. 

Members Reinstated 

Section 6. Members dropped from the roll cannot be 
reinstated, but must be again elected in the usual manner; 
but members who have resigned may be reinstated by the 
Executive without payment of the entrance fee. 

Visitors—Visitors’ Book 

Section 7. A member may extend the privileges of the 
Club to a resident of the city for one day; but such visitor 
shall not be again introduced by any member for three 
months. 

At the request of a member, one of the Executive may 
issue to any one not residing within fifty miles of the city 
of New York a card of invitation entitling him to the 
privileges of the Club for two weeks; but such invitation 
shall not be renewed until the expiration of three months. 
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A member who introduces a visitor in the Club shall 
obtain a card of invitation for him, record his name and 
residence in the visitors’ book, and shall be responsible for 
any indebtedness incurred by him. 

The Executive may invite any stranger of distinction to 
the use of the privileges of the Club, and may, for cause, 
cancel and revoke any invitation given by themselves or a 
member. 

Visitors shall not have the privilege of introducing guests. 

Gambling 

Section 8. Betting or gambling in the Club is strictly 
prohibited. 

Rules 

Section 9. The rules and orders of Cushing’s Manual 
shall govern the conduct of meetings when they are applica¬ 
ble and not inconsistent with these By-Laws. 

List of Members 

Section 10. There shall be kept in a conspicuous place 
a full list of the members of this Club, and it shall be the 
duty of the Recording Secretary to see that new members 
are entered on said list immediately after qualifying, and 
that the names of members resigning or dropped from the 
Club are removed. Upon such a list a star or other designa¬ 
tion shall be prefixed to the names of artist members. 

Members’ Exhibitions 

Section ii. Any member wishing to give an exhibition 
of his work in the Club Gallery must first obtain permission 
of the Art Committee, subject to the approval of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee. 
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ARTICLE V—OF DISCIPLINE 
Expulsion 

Section i. The Executive Committee may, by a two- 
thirds vote of all its members, after service of charges and 
notice of hearing as provided in the next section, and after 
affording the member an opportunity to be heard, expel or 
suspend any member charged with conduct which may 
endanger the interest, welfare or character of the Club. 

Charges Against Members—Appeal 

Section 2. All charges against members must be pre¬ 
sented to the Executive Committee in writing by the House 
Committee, to whom all complaints must first be made, and 
a copy of such charges, with specifications, together with a 
notice of the time and place of the hearing of such charges, 
must be presented to the offending member by the House 
Committee two weeks before action is taken in the case by 
the Executive, except as provided in Section 4 of this Article. 

Upon the request, in writing, to the Executive, by the 
person who has been expelled from membership, accom¬ 
panied by a demand signed by five members, the President 
shall call a meeting of the Club to hear any appeal from the 
decision of the Executive. At such meeting the action of the 
Executive may be modified or annulled by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present. 

Disorderly Conduct 

Section 3. All loud, boisterous, profane or vulgar con¬ 
versation or any conduct tending to disturb the peace or 
good order of the Club, shall be deemed to come within the 
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BY-LAWS 


provisions of this By-Law, and shall subject the offending 
member to the penalties herein provided. Upon complaint 
of any member it shall be the duty of the House Committee, 
after due consideration, to send a copy of this By-Law to 
members whose conduct may have come within its scope. 

Section 4. During the months of June, July, August, 
September and October the House Committee shall have the 
power—with the approval of any member of the Executive 
Committee who may be accessible—to suspend members for 
non-payment of House accounts or infringement of By-Laws. 

ARTICLE VI—AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any regular meeting; such proposed amend¬ 
ment having been offered at a previous meeting, and having 
been posted for at least one month.
